It neates the office of Squirrel 
Distiict Inspector, fit S3 per dny, whose 
duty it shall be to enforce the law, and, 
at certain seasons,destroy squirrels upon 
unoccupied public lands within three 
miles ot cultivated fields. The bill is of 
great length, and gives no quarter to the 
squirrels. It WHS placed on the general 
file for consideration to-morrow,

MBtltyiaar alt* Craft-haw «*•«*• 


The Board ot Supervisor*, having 


adopted the plan dmirn up byKewtom 
Broth*™, arohitecto, for bMnUlying tbe 
grounds about the County Court-house, 
referred the matter of planting shrubbery 
and otherwise ornamenting the grounds 
to the Building Committee, with author- 
ity to »ct. That Committee hasselected 
George Simons to do the work, and he 
commenced operations yesterday. 
A 


better selection could not haTB been 
made. Mr. Simons is. one ot the most 
thoroughly educated, experieneed and 
competent l«ndic»pe gardener* litlng, 
baring served » regular apprenticeship 
iu tbe Dwdam Downs Nnwerjr, Bristol, 
England (tho l»»g*rt e«t«bli»hment of 
the kind in the world), and ipent thre* 
years in the Botanical 
Garden* of 


Sydney, N. S. W. The Committee not 
only employed Mr. Bimon» to ornament 
the grounds', but left him free to eelect 
ih« best and most beautiful t-Tergreen 
trees, ornamental ihrnbs, etc., according 
to his own taste. The treeo and walks 
will of course be arranged in accordance 
with the plan* of Messrs. Newsom 
Brothers, but otherwise the whole ar- 
rangement is left to the gardener. 


Mr. Simons has determined to plant 


an e egant Araucaria, or Norfolk Island 
pine on each corner, each tree to be six 
feet high when in position. This tree ii 
hardy and is noted for its rapid growth, 
stately »izc; and the beauty of its subu- 
late trunk and the mathematical preci- 
sion with which its limb* branch o»t. 


At each side of the steps leading to 


th* main entrance of tbe Court-honie 
from Broadway, an Arancaria Bidwillii, 
a beautiful, broad-leaf, drooping eonifer 
of the pin* family, will b* let oot. This 
tr«e i» indigenous to Chili and Australia, 
and it* woody fiber differs from that of 
nther conifer* in having th* doU in their 
outer surfaces in two or three rows, and 
Ihe dots of contiguous rows alternating. 
It is Tery hardy and beautiful. 


In other parts of the grounds, taste- 


fully arranged, will be found the Ficus 
Microphylla, or long-leaf, barren fig tree 
(a lineal descendant, perhaps, of the 
one that Zacbeus climbed, "his lord and 
master for to ge*"); tho Gravellia Bo- 
bus's, a handsome tree with it fern-like 
leaf; the superb Liguatrum Japonic*; the 
Coprenns Lawsoniana and Cnprcssus 
Toraloza, two beautiful members of the 
cypress family; the Pittasfornm Nigra; 
the Magnolia Grnndeflora, the queen of 
all evergreen ornamental flowering trees; 
the Acacia Mollissima, a leguminous 
shrub ol pinnate leave* and airy, ele- 
gant appearance, and th* flowering shrub 
of Australia, which has not yet found a 
Latin aame.

The old Capital 
was built by » man named North, in San 
Francisco, ten years »go, bnt the new 
ferry boat Capitol is qnite a different 
institution, as she Jias been rebuilt and 
remodeled throughout. 


The Capital will be ready for launch- 


ing in about sii weeks. She ig three 
hundred feet in length, by eighty-two 
feet in width, and will accommodate 
6,000 passengers—the capacity of the 
El Copitan having from 1,000 to 1,*!00. 
On the guards or main deck there are 
four large passenger saloons—each near- 
ly as large as the whole cabin of £1 Cap- 
itan—two on each side, for* and alt, 
with a double wagon-way between. Then
